Township Relief Work 
W ith the nation, state, county and cities engaging 
it welfare activities far beyond Im agination as a re- 
.ult of the econom ic situation, another relief agency 
s going along quietly and in no sm all way helping 
lo solve th e problem s of unem ploym ent. 
And that 
sgency is the township. 
A report made public today by the Liverpool town­ 
ship trustees, who in bygone years have been recon 
nixed as th e chief source of distribution of welfare 
funds, Indicates the acope of this work. 
During the 
last year, the Liverpool tow nship board expended 
99.269 42 in unem ploym ent relief. 
Indicative of the way in which the relief fund was 
Invested. #7.666 60 was used in extending ald to per 
sons who w ere employed in tow nship road work. 
which not only helped the applicant but proved an 
aseet to the tow nship through increased valuation of 
property abutting highways which w ere improved. 
in addition, tow nship 
funds 
w ere expended for 
groceries, coal, medicine, physicians' bills, hospital 
treatm ent, funeral bills, milk for babies and tuber­ 
cular cases, distribution of flour, etc. 
The trustees' report points out th at relief was pro 
vided for 300 families. 
And this does not take into 
consideration attention given to the regular road 
work, which Is no small part of the board responsi­ 
bilities. 
The Liverpool township report is enlightening to 
the taxpayers who sometimes are unmindful of the 
part the trustees play in w elfare activities. 
The 
expenditure* have aided the m unicipality in m eet­ 
ing problem s growing out of the economic situa­ 
tion, for a com paratively sm all sons outside the cor­ 
poration lim its Is served by the tow nship hoard. 


Who Worries About It? 
There may be, leat tared among the people, Ideal 
Isis who resent instinctively tho operation of politi­ 
cal patronage. 
But It Is hard to imagine that the 
nation could be aroused to any such state of resent­ 
ment against the practice of giving public Jobs to 
loyal party workers as once produced a civil aer- 
vice reform. 
It Is possible and reasonable to argue, neverthe­ 
less, th at there exists today cause for concern over 
corruption In assignm ent of public Jobs equal to 
that which waa felt following the disgraceful assaa 
•Ina I Ion of President Garfield. 
T here ie lacking a 
quality of idealism in the people which could m ake 
them see the threat to free governm ent that la of­ 
fered. it Is to be feared. 
lf it were not lacking, D em ocrat! wouldn't have 
dared to be so frank as to warn President Hoover 
that bis appointm ents would de disregarded. 
But 
because there no longer Is any disgrace in conceal­ 
ing a political party’s eagerness to fill as many Jobs 
with Us henchm en as possible, the Dem ocratic party 
could declare Itself, it had assurance that Mr. B o o r 
er's appointm ents would be political anyw ay; It was 
an unconcealed clash betw een two sets of patrons. 
The total of federal patronage Is estim ated at 
117,000 Jobs, to be awarded to aa m any Dem ocrats in 
the next few yeurs as can be clustered around the 
public treasury. 
As has become common In recent

fronted with the necessity of finding a new basis of 


taxation. 
Shortsighted dependence on heavy 
rates 
which 
have taken m illions from the fortunes of w ealthy tax­ 
payers was no m ore sensible than the form erly com­ 
mon belief that the nation had entered a new era 
in which prosperity would be eternal. 
Unwilling 
then to believe In the im probability of perm anent 
prosperity, legatlators still are stubborn. 
T here are 
many of them who continue to hope ag ain st reason 
th at by boosting surtaxes they will be able to get a 
larger flow of revenue from incomes dw indling so 
rapidly that no estim ate made a y ear In advance 
possibility could foretell their tax productivity. 
T here are still large Incomes. 
T here may be a 
few larger than they would have been under the 
conditions of 1928. 
But they are negligible; large 
Incomes show a far g reater proportionate decline 
than sm all onces. 
On incomes nnder 95,000 the per 
centage of decline In the yield of taxes betw een 1929 
and 1932 was 45 per cent.
